r ] Theo Selemidis started his NSL career in 1977 and has provided a 
strong component in the Melbourne Croatia defence since arriving 
from Heidelberg four seasons ago. At 31 and with 322 NSL 
appearances, Theo is not far behind Adelaide City's Sergio Melta in 
the most number of games played. But although he would like to 
play a few more seasons, catching Serge’s record is not the main 
reason. 


- That would be nice but the best thing would be to play in a 


premiership team, especially as it would be a first for Melbourne Croatia,’ he said, 
In his 11 seasons with Heidelberg Theo won the best and fairest award once and 
also represented Australia In 14 appearances. Having been born in Greece and 


migrating to Australia when he was five, Theo's soccer highlight occurred when he 
scored a goal for Australia against Greece in Athens after coming on as a substitute 
with 15 minutes to go during the Socceroo's European tour of 1980, That made the 
score 3-2 but Greece was awarded a penalty just before the final whistle to equalise, 

Looking beyond his playing days Theo would like to embark on a coaching career 
‘and would not mind coaching at the highest level possible, 

‘You might think that after so much involvement with soccer that | would be 
looking for a break but | really want to continue with coaching. | don't think it would 
be too hard to find a club interested in my services but I'd have to do a coaching 
course first of all and learn a bit more about the non-playing side of it. | reckon | 
would have had more than 20 NSL coaches in my time so I've had plenty of chances 
to got a lot of different viewpoints.” 

Theo was married to Louise last year and the couple are expecting a baby ina few 
months. Theo said the responsibility of marriage had helped his soccer as well 

“We like to go out but | don’t go out as much or stay out as late as | used to, At my 
age I'm sure it's helping my soccer — I've got more time to rest and prepare for the 
games. Overall life is a bit quieter. Louise and | like going out to eat af restaurants 
and try different foods or sometimes just stay at home and watch a video like a 
comedy or something with a good storyline.” 

Theo was destined to be an Aussie Rules player and only got into soccer because 
his elder brother played it. He was captain of the football team at Springvale State 
School and only played his first soccer when aged 12. Having abandoned Aussie 
Rules Theo no longer follows the game regularly but would still prefer to watch it, or 
any sport for that matter, than most of the other programs on television.

mean,’ 

"The most detailed description came from Talaic’s Croatia teammate, Alan David- 
son, who said; ‘He's such a forceful, dominant player, both in defence and coming 
forward. He’s skilful but he plays it simple; he’s a great passer of the ball and he has 
excellent vision. He might be quiet off the field but he believes in himsell. No one 
pushes him around, 

‘He's so tough, even a training, that the guys have nicknamed him “Animal. He's 
versatile, too. You can put him at right back, left back, central midfield, centre and 
even up front. 

Talajc, 21, and Croatia's Andrew Marth — who, also, has had an outstanding 
season — have had a close association since they were 13, as opponents in junior 
leagues and then as teammates in state youth representative sides. 

Thomson is considering both for inclusion in the national squad for two matches 
against New Zealand on 12 and 18 May, provided Croatia, which is two points clear 
at the top of the ladder, does not reach the NSL grand final, the second leg of which 
is scheduled for 12 May. 

Talajic has no doubt that this is Croatia's year. ''ve been with the club since | was 
eight and this is the best team we've had,’ he said, "There's no reason why we 
shouldn't go on to win the grand final. | know we haven't been scoring as many goals 
as we should have in recent weeks, but that's only because our opponents are being 
very defensive against us.” 

He is not as confident about winning a place in the Australian team. ‘I'd have to 
put on a bit of pace by maybe going to the gym and building up my thighs," he said. 
Bult he took the opportunity to push the cause of his friend Andrew Marth, saying: 
"They should pick Andrew straight away. He's the best stopper in the NSL." 

Elevation to the Socceroo side would be the natural culmination of an apprentice- 
ship served by Talajic in the Australian under-17 team in the 1985 world titles in 
China and the under-20 team that qualified for the 1987 youth finals in Chile.
